Sea ugh, Jofiah Hutchifon matter, from Onega in Rafia, 

for Liverpool, loaded with fir logs, was put afnore on the coalt of Caith- 
nefs, on the 7th inftant, and broke to pieces. The malter and five of 
the hands were drowned, and the mate, named Ralph Doufland, with 
eight others, were faved. “They went to a farmer’s houfe clofe hy” 
where the wreck happened, and the farmer took from the mate an or- 
der for faving and taking care of the cargo and wreck of the vefful.
